DETROIT.—(A1)—Seeking relief from 


municipal financial distress, mayors 
and chief executives from 32 cities at- 
tending a national conference

Wednesday draflcd a program in 
which Ihe federal government is asked 
to lend immediate assistance. 


Resolutions adopted by the execu- 


tives, who mol on invitation of Mayor 
Frank Murphy of Delroil, demand an 
amendment to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation acl authorizing the 


> advancing of credits lo cities; legisla- 


tion providing appropriations by Ihe 
federal government for direct unem- 
ployment relief, and1 a $5,000,000,000 
loan for a national public works pro- 
gram. 


A committee will bo chosen later to 


present the demands to Congress and 
President Hoover. 


Federal aid was the theme of the 


meeting. It was voiced first by Mayor 
James J. Walker of New York, who 
faid "the time has come when Ihe 
federal government must assume the 
responsibilities that belong to it." 


It was voiced in different terms by 


every one of the 32 mayors except 
George D. Bcgolc, of Denver, who said 
that "no mailer how much Ihe cilics 
borrow from Ihe government, the citi- 
zens will have lo pay it buck." 


The resolution for credit advance- 


ment to cities was adopted unanimous- 
ly, while Ihe resolution calling for the 
public works program drew spirited 
debate. Mayor Walker said he favor- 
ed the idea "as far as it wenl," bul 
said he wondered if such a program 
would reach all of Ihe unemployed. 


"Such a program of public works," 


he suid, "undoubtedly would benefil a 
large number of skilled and unskilled 
mechanics, but I want to know how it 
will reach Ihe while-collar workers 
who arc just as much out of a job as 
anyone else and just as hungry." 


When Ihe resolution came before 


the group, there was, however, only 
one dissenting vole. It came 
from' 


Mayor J. Fullmer Bright, of Rich- 
mond, Va., who declared "we have 
no trcached the point where cilics 
must throw themselves on Ihc charily 
of Iho nation."

Is Received Here 


Western Union Warns of 


Fake Appeal of "Span- 


ish Prisoner" 


Instructions have been received by 


Dale Wilson, manager of-, the locnl 


office, to prelect ' 


citizens from1 the operation of a'gang 
of confidence men flooding the cdun- 
try with letters designed to find vic- 
tims for the old "Spanish Prisoner" 
swindle. 


Instead of operating from Spain, as 


in 1925 and other years, the gang is 
now in South America. Hundreds ot 
their letters are being received by 
persons scattered 
from ; Georgia to 


Oregon, with the largest h'umber of 
intended victims being in Arkansas, 
Oklahoma, Indian, Texas, Nebraska, 
Arizona, and New Mexico. 


The letcrs say the writer needs help 


to care for a 16-year-old daughter and 
to save a sum of $350,000 on deposit in 
two banks in the United States. The 
intended victim is invited to come to 
South America, pay court costs of the 
prisoner's bankruptcy trial and receive 
documents to obtain money on de- 
posit. 


For this aid, one-third of the $350,- 


000 is offered. The prisoner cannot 
receive direct correspondence, so a 
code cablegram addressed to a third 
parly is attached for use if the victim 
is interested. 


A number of these cablegrams have 


been offered at various Western Union 
offices by intended victims, Mr. Wil- 
son said. All managers have been in- 
structed .to tell the intended victims of 
the swindle when they seek to file 
>uch telegrams. 


Subsequent letters say the South 


American trip is unnecessary; that by 
advancing a certain sum the prisoner's 
•cleasc can be obtained, and he and 
lis daughter will then proceed to the 
United Stats. 
If that sum is sent, 


third letter requests money to buy 
steamship tickets. And that is the 
ast heard of the "Spanish Prisoner."

LITTLE ROCK.-A. B. Banks of 


Fordyce, former president of 
the 


American Exchange Trust Company 
and of the Home 
Insurance Com- 


panies, sent his resignation to Gover- 
nor Parnell Wednesday as a member 
of the Board of Trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas. 


The resignation was accepted and 


T. D. Wynne, Fordyce lawyer, was 
appointed for the remainder of Mr. 
Banks' term, which will expire in 
1935. 


Mr. Banks' appeal from a year's 


sentence 
in Ihe penitentiary on a 


charge of accepting deposits into the 
American Exxchange Trust Company, 
November 15, 1930, knowing it lo be i 
insolvent, was dismissed several weeks 
ago by the Arkansas Supreme Court, 
which later denied a motion for a re 
Hearing. 


Governor Parnell granted Mr. Banks 


a slay of sentence until June 16 after 
the Supreme Court mandate and com- 
mitment papers were issued 10 days 
ago, and Mr. Banks has announced his 
intention to apply to the governor for 
a full pardon at the expiration of the 
stay. 


Mr. Wynne is said to have been Mr. 


Banks' personal atlorney for several 
years. He was one of Ihe signers of a 
brief filed with Ihe Supreme Court in 
support of the motion for a rehearing 
of the Banks appeal.

Leads to Shooting—III 
Feeling Had Existed 


SHREVEPORT, La.-(fl>)-Ill feeling 


of several years between two Bossier 
parish neighbors came to a head late 
Wednesday in a pistol duel in which 
officers said John J. Corrigal, 50, part 
owner of a dairy, was slain, and Jim 
Montgomery, 69, planter, was critically 
wounded.
